Selectmen vote tax rates 
of $13.70 and $21.83 


by Arlene Surprenant 

As brought out at a previous 
public hearing, Wilmington tax 
rates did come down-though home 
assessments have “substantially 
increased. 

This was borne out Monday night 
as the board of selectmen unani 
mously approved a residential rate 
of $13.70 and a commercial/indus 
trial rate of $21.83 for fiscal 1986. 
They also were told by Principal 


Assessor Anthony Krzeminski that 
the average assessed valuation for 
Wilmington homes this year is 
$94,000, 

Krzeminski used a 2S percent 
shift to arrive at the rate figures 
Without it, the tax rate would be 
$17.53 

"By classifying, we're saving 
homeowners a lot of money, thanks 
to industry,” obesrved Rocco 
DePasquale 


Krzeminski pointed out that 
Wilmington is “right on line” with 
nearby communities as far as the 
rates g0. Burlington, for example, 
has a residential rate of $14 and an 
industrial one of $22. 

The rates are subject to the 
approval of the Revenue Dept. In 
1989, the town will be scheduled 
for another update under Prop 2 
1/2, said Krzeminski 


Neighbors concerned 
about subdivision plans

With the rapid spread sub. 
divisions and new housing in 
Wilmington in the past year, 
neighborhood groups concerned 
with the impact of that growth are 
more and more making their 
feelings known to various town 
boards.

“submitted, one of the proposed 


roadways through the development 
exceeds the 500 feet limit by a-large 
margin and an area pond known as 
Patch's Pond will be shared 
exclusively by 10 lot owners. 
Berghaus and his wife Ann pleaded 
to keep the pond upon to all 
residents as it's a “valuable 
resource” and could be maintained 
as a recreational area with some 
type of walkway around it. 
Berghaus went on to add that 
traffic was a major concern as two 
proposed roads in the subdivision 
would feed into a narrow Chestnut 
Street, as would two roads from 
another nearby development.

Main Street in 1853 was the 

Poston and Lowell County Road. 

What is now a part of Clark Street 
was then known as Henry Jaques 
Lane. Middlesex Avenue was the 
Old Road to Andover. Church 
Street (laid out about 1851) was 
simply known as the New Road. 

The Middlesex Canal, south of 
what is now Burlington Avenue, is 
shown to have been much wider 
than is generally believed to have 
been the case. 

The Andover and Wilmington 
Railroad was still so named 
although, in 1853 it was a part of 
the Boston and Maine Railroad 
The Boston and Maine, on this plan, 
is shown as owning land on each 
side of the Wilmington and 
Andover, along what is now Main 
Surget and what is now Middlesex 
Avenue. 

Not many homes are shown on 
this plan. Two are south of what is 
now Burlington Avenue, but there 
were quite a few in the area shown. 

The original Jaques home, which 
in 1900 was the Buzzell home is in 
the area with the darkest color, 
today the site of the telephone 
building. It was, in 1853, the home 
of Silas White. Mary Buzzell was a 
member of that family. 

The railroad station is now 
shown. It was, in 1853, south of the 
Burlington Avenue bridge, and was 
also a store and post office, run by 
J.A. Ames. R.F. Dodge had a home 
just across the railroad tracks from 
the railroad station, 

There was a leather factory 
northerly of the Silas White home, 
and beyond that the home of T 
Howe, probably in the square 
marked D, and now the property of 
David Gagnon 

At the comer of what was Henry 
Jaques Lane and the County Road 
was the new house of J.B. Putnam, 
and southerly was his blacksmith 
shop. Putnam used the discarded 
granite railroad ties from the 
Boston and Lowell Railroad to 
build the cellar of his home 

Northerly of Shawsheen Avenue, 
at the canal, was the home of Daniel 
Gowing, the last lock keeper of the 
Middlesex Canal. The home is still 
in existence. Southerly of 
Shawsheen Avenue, also still in 
existence, was the Canal House, 
then the property of J.R. Nickles. 


The only remaining property of the Jaques family is 
Ia'the Wildwood Cemetery.

Street in North Wilmington, His 
land is in the westerly part of that 
triangle. It is zoned for industry. 

Unfortunately for Corey his land~ 
is "land locked” against intrusion 
by industrial traffic. 

Routes 125 and 93 are "national 
defense” highways. Their boundary 
lines are inviolate. No new roads, 
no new driveways may enter upon 
national defense highways. 

Much of the land along Andover 
Street is zoned for residences. 
There is R60 and R20 land, the 
number designating the thousands 
of square feet that must be in a 
houselot, 

Residential land may not be 
crossed for industrial purposes 
The R20 land includes the place * 
where the old railroad bed crosses 
Andover Street. Landowners on 
qeoth sides have resisted offers to 
rezone any land to industrially 
zoned property. 

All this land was so zoned over a

(MVA) on Main Steet continually 
questioned plans to add a two story. 
addition to the ranch style house 
tumed newspaper office. 

Planners continued the public 
hearing until February 24, as only 
three of the five member board 
were present to vote on a required 
site plan review special permit. 
Both Chairman Robert Sullivan and 
member Wilfred Lambert were 
absent from the meeting. 

Neighbors were concerned that 
the MVA proposal to install 
drywells to handle drainage on the 
site would cause a leaching problem 
on a southerly abuttor's lot. This 
proposed drywell is essentially a 
cement cylinder that collects water 
like a catch basin and stores it 
below ground until the water table 
drops. Once the water table drops 
below a certain level, water in the 
drywell seeps into the ground. 

The MVA proposes to install five 
drywells at various locations on 
their property to handle existing 
drainage and any extra drainage 
caused by the proposed building 
and paving 

Building plans call for erecting a 
two story building in front of the 
existing structure, redesigning the 
circular driveway leading to the 
building and adding a small amount 
of pavement to the parking lot to 
the rear of the building in order to 
gain four additional parking spaces 

The space is needed to house 
additonal staff members, the board 
was told. The addition will add 
4000 square feet to the existing 
2900 square foot building 

Engineers from the planning 
board's consulting firm of 
Cleverdon Varney and Pike (CVP) 
indicated in a letter to the board 
that there would be little problem 
with the use of drywells on the site. 
Some planners and neighbors 
disagreed, however, 

Planners were concerned the 
drywells would clog easily, thus 
causing surcharging and flooding. 
Planner Joseph Doherty called 
“unenforceable” a proposed special 
permit condition that the drywells 
be cleaned and maintained by the 
land owners. 

“I'm not too keen on drywells, 
myself,” said Planner Robert 
Fowler, "It has no way of cleansing 
itself," he added. Planner Robert 
Sullivan had also expressed concem 
over the use of drywells on the site 
when the plans first came before 
the board January 27, 

In addition to drywells, Fowler 
said he was concerned over a 
proposal to allow some rain water 
‘on site to sheet off the driveway out 
onto Route 38. MVA's engineers, 
however, claimed that plan would 
cause no problem as the amount of 


water sheeting onto Route 38 would 
be the same as currently sheets off 
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Why not give us a call?

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the site and because the roadway 
slopes in either direction forcing 
the water to continue flowing into 
nearby catch basins. 

In addition to the drywells , the 
MVA proposes to settle differences 
with a neighbor to the rear of their 
site by installing a curb and shrubs 
along the rear portion of their 
parking lot to ensure all vehicles 
would remain parked in the light 
industry zone. The neighbors were 
somewhat happy with that 
Suggestion, but were a little more 
adamant over fencing require- 
ments, 

The rear abuttors became quite 
upset over the fencing issue, 
claiming the MVA promised to 
install an eight foot high fence 
along the lot lines and then found 
out that zoning bylaws limited the 
height of fencing to no more than 
six feet 

The MVA has a separate legal 
agreement calling for an eight foot 
fence, but were forced to show the 
fence as only six feet high on their 
plans. The neighbors feared that if 
the plan passed, the six foot fence 
would be erected. 

MVA officials, however, assured 
the residents they would seek a 
zoning bylaw variance, if need be, 
in order to erect an eight foot high 
fence. 

Lights in the parking lot that 
Shine into the bedrooms of 
neighboring homes was also 
discussed with the MVA promising 
to do what is required to reduce the 
shine of those lights. 

Planners were also forced to 
continue a site plan review public 
hearing for New England 
Brickmaster's planned addition to 
the rear of their East Street facility. 

New England Brickmaster plans 
to build a 40 foot by 80 foot garage 
to the rear of their existing building 
that will be used to store company 
trucks and materials currently 
stored outside.

sof the Tnhabitant By-Laws 


Section 1: Authority 
“This bylaw is adopted by 
Wilmington under its home 
its police powers to protect 
health, safety and welfare, 
owers authorized by Mass. 
ch. 40, sec. 1-210 and ch 
ction 2: Purpose 
The purposes of this bylaw are, through 
regulations to specify and design, 
construction, installation, testing 
maintenance of underground petroleum 
storage facilities, to protect public 
health from the contamination of public

3.4 -100 year flood plain shall mean 
those areas as shown in the Flood 
Insurance Rate Maps for Wilmington 
‘ under the Federal Emergency Management 
t Agency's National Flood Insurance 
Program, or as defined in section 6.2.1 
of the zoning bylaw. 
3.5 -Observatory well: a dug or drilled 
Cased well which can be used for 
detecting the presence of flammable or 
combustible liquids and which is 
drilled to a depth of approximately 
twenty-four (24) inches below the tank 
bottom. 
3.6 -Concrete -Vault: means a vault 
constructed in accordance with Figure 
No. 1, Section A, B or B-Typica!; or, 
in the alternative, an acceptable 
engineered approved equivalent as 
approved by the Fire Chief.

If the tank operator can show 
to the satisfaction of the Fire Chief 
that (in the case of steel tanks) the 
leak was from internal corrosion, and 
that the tank can be repaired so as not 
to pose a continuing threat to the 
soils and waters of the commonwealth, 
considering at a minimum the 
corrosivity of the soil; tank age and 
external condition; techniques to be 
used for the repair; and the location 
of the tank, then the tank may be 
repaired. Operators of leaking FRP 
tanks must demonstrate to the Fire 
Chief that the tank can be repaired 
according to manufacturer's 
instructions.

APPENDIX A 
FUEL-SPILL CONTINGENCY PLAI 
OR SPILLS 

When fuel spills, it is important to 

follow proper procedures to ensure pzompt 
and safe containment and cleanup of the 
material. Chapter 21 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, as amended by 
979, 


FUEL LEAKAGE 


Chapter 705 of the acts of 
gives the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
sole authority to order or conduct spill 
containment and removal in or near any of 
the waters of the commonwealth. 
Groundwater is included in the definition 
of "Waters of the Commonwealth.” Local 
officials, therefore, are not authorized 
to clean up the spilled substance but can 
take steps to contain it, provided that 
DEQE is promptly notified and concurs 
with the proposed actions, As long as 
this is done "any person who gratuitously 
renders assistance at the request of a 
duly authorized officer in removing oil 
or hazardous material from the waters of 
the commonwealth, or adjoining 
shorelines, shali not be held liable, 
notwithstanding any other provision of 
law,for civil damages as a result of any 
act of omission by him in removing such 
oil or hazardous material, except acts or 
omissions amounting to gross negligence 
or willful or wanton misconduct." 

The following plan will be inplemented 
in Wilmington: 


Prior to a Spil 
T. Develop-z standard procedure for 


reporting spills, such as the attached 
form, and distribute it to all 
concerned town departments, including 
the Fire Department, Board of Health, 
Police Department, Town Manager, Board 
of Selectmen, Conservation Commission, 
and the Hazardous Waste Coordinator. 
(Director of Public Health) 

Equip one or more town departments 
with oil-absorbent booms to be used to 
Contain the spill. Train employees to 
use the booms. Or, in the 
alternative, the Town will employ the 
services of a certified hazardous 
waste clean-up operator 

Measures should be taken to ensure the 
safe and clean operation of gas 
stations and other fuel dispenser 
particularly those in 
groundwater-recharge areas and 
watersheds of surface water supplies. 
Applications for construction of new 
fuel storage facilities should be 
carefully reviewed, and permits should 
be issued only when compliance with 
strict safety standards is assured, 
Because a fuel spill may involve 
several communities, determine who 
should be notified in the event of a 
threat to another community (e.g., 
Fire Department, Town Manager, etc.). 


When a Spill Occurs: 
$. Contact the local fire department, 


followed by all applicable town 
departments and the DEQE. Follow the 
latter's instruction. 

Inspect the site of the spill and note 
the characteristics of the spilled 
substance. Do not come into contact 
with the substance or strike a matc 
fear the area.

It is a 
quiet, unique and remarkable 
story of commitment and 
success. 

The members of First Bap- 
tist, the squat, quaint brick 
church at the corner of Main 
and Hancock Streets in 
Stoneham, decided some time 
ago that the large space of their 
Memorial Hall annex could be 
more fully used, and appointed 
a task force to decide on the best 
usage 

They concluded they could 
best serve the area by helping to 
meet the burgeoning need for 
child day care. With a view of 
each child a special and 
unique creation,”’ their aim was 
to provide a program where the 
child can develop spiritually, 


emotionally, socially, and 
physically 

Once decided, the task to 
achieve their goal involved 
mountains of carbon paper, 
commitments of time, appli 
cations in quadruplicate, 


reviews, hearings and red tape, 
including research by one 
church member who sneezed 
for a month among dusty ar- 
chives, to prove to the State that 
First Bapust had, indeed, been 
incorporated. 

It also meant a vast amount of 
work by a small army of volun- 
teers scrubbers, painters, 
builders, seamstresses, 
organizers, and contributors. 

The commitment by First 
Baptist is unique, according to 
Noah's Ark Director Lenore 
Lebo of Wakefield, ‘The entire 
church family is behind it,"’ she 
said. “Everyone wants to 
provide a safe environment for 
young children. We even have 
some volunteers who contribute 
as much time as a full-time paid 
member of the staff", all of 
whom have degrees. 

The strong emphasis on 
safety was evident in a tour of 
Noah's Ark. One section, the 
Stage area of Memorial Hall, 
where some the the now-awake 
children were creating a minor 
but enthusiastic rumble of 
sound among the toy chests and 
pint-sized furniture, is enclosed 
by hinged doors whose locks are 
accessible only to adults. 

Inside, the enclosure, 
members of the staff were 
themselves serving as furniture 
for various children who had 
decided to be “lap-puppies."’ 

A bulletin board in the larger, 
hall area, contained some of the 
children;s likes and dislikes, 
comprised of magazine cutouts. 
Among John’s likes: candy, 
donuts, golden retrievers, 
cowboys — but not toothpaste! 
Jenna likes cats and pickles, 
and dislikes hairspray — and 
Danielle wrote: “I do not like 
money because I am not a 
money person.”” 

‘The inside play area includes, 
among other things, areas for 
dancing, the assembling of 
blocks, a play-housekeeping 
section, dress-up area with 
modelling mirror and play- 
house, a book center and a 
science center. There is also an 
outdoor play center. Programs 
can be for two, three, four or 
five days, inclduing half-day 
kindergarten care 

The “low-normal” day care 
rates which Lebo cited include 
breakfast, lunch and two 
‘snacks. 

“Everything is a learning 
game,"’ she emphasized,

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Eye protection a must for 
racket sport enthusiasts 


Americans love racket sports 
Over 40 million people in this 
country play racquetball, 
squash, or tennis, and many are 
willing to pay high prices for the 
best rackets and equipment. But 
a majority of players step onto 
the court without the most vital 
piece of equipment of all — reli- 
able eye protection. 

Some of them pay dearly for 
that, too. Racket sports current- 
ly account for more eye injuries 
than any other sport in the Unit- 
ed States, 30 to 40 percent, or 
some 70,000 injuries annually. 
Unfortunately, even when 
players elect to wear eye pro- 
tection, many of the products 
currently available do not offer 
adequate protection against the 
tremendous force exerted by 
fast-moving balls and rackets 
veryone who plays a racket 
sport should wear eye protec 
tion,’ says Paul Vinger, M.D., 
an ophthalmologist at the 
Massachusetts Eye and Ear In- 
firmary and chairman of the 
Eye Safety Committee of the 
American Society for Testing 
and Materials. For the last eight 
years Vinger has worked to help 
establish universally accepted 
andards for testing eye racket 
sport protection devices 

According to Vinger, those 
most at risk for racket-related 
eye injuries are athletic, 
educated, highly-motivated in 
dividuals ages 20 to 50, ‘These 
individuals seem to have a feel. 
ing of invincibility; they play 
hard, but usually don't wear eye 
protection,’ says Vinger 

That's ironic, because 
members of this group are at the 
most productive phase of their 
lives personally and economi 
cally, and stand to lose the most 
in the event of a serious eye in: 
jury 

Racket-related eye injuries 
vary in severity, the most 
devastating being a ruptured 
globe, or eyeball. This ean occur 
when a ball or racket strikes the 
eye forcefully and directly — not 
an unlikely eventin squash or 
racquetball when ball speeds of- 
ten exceed 100 m.p,h. Tennis 
balls, though they travel more 
slowly, can also damage an eye 
if they strike it. Eye lacerations 
often occur when an individual's 
own glasses shatter because of a 
ball or racket blow, and blind 
ness may result if the retina is 
scarred or damaged. 

Less devasting injuries that 
occur when the eye is struck by 
a racket or ball include 
hyphema, or bleeding in the eye, 
traumatic cataract, retinal 


detachment, and paralysis of 
the pupil. According to Vinger. 
most racket-related accidents 
do not result in blindness. He 
emphasizes, however, that ma 
jor financial and personal costs 
often result from such injuries, 
in terms of pain and trauma 
lost work time, and recurring or 
permanent vision problems 
How does one prevent 
racket-related eye injuries? 
Vinger advises that players first 
practice good sportsmanship 
“Many injuries occur when a 
player slams a shot wildly or 
angrily — the partner doesn't 
expect it, and gets it in the 
face," Vinger says. adding that 


injuries can also result when 
players’ skill levels are uneven. 
ly matched, and when more 
than one ball is in play 

Eye protection, however, is as 
necessary as courtesy on the 
court. Effective eye gear is 
available, but players should be 
as discriminating about selec- 
ting protective glasses as they 
are when purchasing their 
racket. Vinger offers the follow. 
ing advice to players about 
selecting appropriate eye pro- 
tection 
void lensless eye protec- 
tors, Because a normally round 
squash ball literally flattens out 


upon impact with a wall — or an 
eye — at speeds over 50 mph 
lensless protectors provide 
almost no protection at all 

eLook for glasses with 
lensesmade from polycar 
bonate, an impact-resistant 
plastic. Polycarbonate is theon 
ly safe and effective material 
for use in sports glasses. 
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*Select glasses that have 
sturdy frames. 
Vinger recommends that 


players buy glasses made by a 
reputable eyewear manufac 
turer, or ask their optician to 
recommend an effective brand 
His final advice to racket sport 
players? Eye guards can't pro- 
tect you if you leave them in the

“Thet's why this program is 
so important. Church members 
of all ages contribute to it, and 
the reinforcement and strength 
which this intergenerational 
approach can deliver is in- 
valuable to all.”” 

The children react 
“beautifully,” to the elderly, 
Lebo added: “I think kids have 
not formed prejudice. They 
don't see color in each other. 
They don't see age. They do see 
phonies, and if someone is real 
and shows warmth to them they 
just blossom under it 

“With each child each day we 
introduce a new learning game. 
They're learning things to help 
them to be successful in school 
— but they’re also learning 
other meaningful things, like 
leadership, problem-solving 
and decision making. During 
the holidays they even cooked 
their own meal. 

“The family is the laboratory 
of human development. But 
we're a more transient society 
nowadays, and the family may 
not necessarily have the net 
work which Noah's Ark and the 
extended family of church 
volunteers can provide — to act 
asa vital support system 
me of the kids are here 
from 7:30 in the morning until 
5:30 at night. So it’s important 
not to over-structure them 
They can find their own nooks 
and crannies here, to have their 
own space. They need to func: 
tion in a social unit, but they 
also have the priviledge and 
respect to function within their 
own individuality." 

Overseen by the State Office 
for Children, which Lebo said 
closely monitors day 
centers, Noah's Ark is 


including 30 pre 
and nine toddler 
day — and accepts those who 
are subsidized by the State 
voucher system of Aid For 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
"The uniqueness of Noatt's 
Ark is that the church members 


saw the need for day care, 
decided to make the com- 
mitment to achieve it, and have 
made things, painted the hall, 
scrubbed the floor, provided 
food. All of this spills over into 
the children. It makes them feel 
it’s a safe place and a loving 
place, which establishes a 
feeling of warmth.” 

The warmth that Lee Lebo 
describes has indeed spilled 
over, to pervade the atmos- 
phere at Noah's Ark, like the 
wafting odor of fresh baked 
bread, or a pie set on a window 
ledge to cool. The children were 
smiling, outgoing and 
inquisitive as they woke, to 
dance or make a joyful noise — 
from a 15-month toddler to a 
bright-eyed seven year old 

“What impressed me most 
about the Noah's Ark project,” 
said Annis Legrow of 
Wakefield, who chaired the 
three committees which 
brought the day care center to 
fruition, “‘is that it began with a 
group of dedicated people of 
various talents — none of which 
was in education. They 
recognized a need and had a 
vision of how that need could be 
met.” 

Ogden Nash, in his lyrics for 
Camille Saint-Saens’ “Carnival 
of the Animals," wrote 

“In outdoing Barnum and 
Bailey and Ringling, Saint 
Saens has done a remarkable 
thingling.” 


The people at Stoneham’s 
First Baptist Church, like the 
composer, have also done a 
remarkable thing. After a 
process which, according to 
First Baptist’ Pastor John 
French, included “frustration, 
exhiliration, confusion and 
exhaustion,” Noah's Ark:is now 
ministering to some 40 families, 
and ready to grow still further, 
filling an urgent need in the 
Stoneham area, a feat which the 
Rey. French said he could not 
have imagined possible four 
and a half years ago

IRS Notice 703 will be included 
with Form SSA-1099, and this 
work sheet can be used to see if 
any benefits are taxable.

This plot may not be abéve 
anything that you can catch ona 
Movie of the Week, but Brown 
and veteran actor Brian Den- 
nehy as a police detective play 
the game straight, even when 
the plot gets out of control. It's 
too bad that scriptwriters 
Robert T. Megginson and 
Gregory Fleeman let the plot 
wind down to a predictable 
conclusion, as it’s their dialogue 
and antics that keep this flick 
afloat. So, if you can overlook 
some pretty obvious plot flaws, 
F/X is OK.

Many young persons may be 
unaware of the late Arthur God- 
frey, but at one tme he was one 
of the best known radio-televi- 
sion personalities in the country 
He was also an enthusiastic 
private plane pilot and his plane 
is now owned by Wentworth In: 


stitute of Technology's College 
of Aeronautics in Boston 

His name isn't as well known 
nowadays, at least not like it 
was when his glib tongue spoke 
into the homes and hearts of 
millions of Americans for more 
than two decades 


Nowadays, there are those 
who might ask who this man re- 
ally was and why he achieved 
such phenomenal success in the 
entertainment world. Arthur 
Godfrey was not renowned as a 
Rifted actor, a fine vocalist nor 


None of these titles really suited 
him, though his prowess with 
the ukelele and his attempts to 
resurrect it from the 1920's were 
endearing, if not entirely con- 


vineing. His forte was best 
described by what is known as a 
“personality 


His career began as a rather 
obscure radio announcer who 
gained attention with his infor. 
mal and friendly manner. This 
led to his own radio program 
where his witty and impromptu 
monologue, delivered in such 
distinctive and softly spoken

resonant tones, won him instant 
popularity . 
He was a “‘natural"’ for televi 
sion where he achieved his 
greatest fame as host to no less 
than seven regularly scheduled 
programs . between 1949° and 
1969. All were musical variety 
shows. He might also be 
remembered as having been a 
communicator and there are 
those who may have thought of 
him as somewhat of a philoso: 
pher in his own right. One of his 
greatest contributions to show 
business was his discovery of 
several talented performers 
who went on to become famous. 
In addition to all of this, Ar 
thur Godfrey was an ardent 
proponent of aviation as well as 
an active participant. He often 
and glowingly expounded upon 
the wonders of flying to his 
listening audience. In. private 
life, he was a pilot, and from 
time to time, owner of several 
aircraft. Among these, was a 
twin-engine Beechcraft model 
95 which he purchased new in 
1958 and which was recently do: 
nated to Wentworth by David 
Riggs of Lakeville, Mass. and 
Lars Riggs of Bridgewater, 
Mass, As serial number TD67 
its original license-number was 
N2719Y, but subsequent owners 
changed it to NiJ and then to 
N1876 which it now bears. 
Although the aircraft was 
basically in good condition when 
it was donated, considerable 
maintenance and refurbishment 
have been accomplished under 
the direction of Dean Rolf E 
Davey and Prof, L. Russell of 
Wentworth's College of 
Aeronautics. It is with both ap. 
preciation and pride that Went 
worth is the recipient of this air 
craft which was first owned and 
operated by such a distinguish- 
ed person. Resplendent in its 
two-toned blue and white paint, 
“Twin Beech"’ N1876 is now fully 
operational and is based at Bev 
erly Airport in Beverly 
Wentworth has a history of 
more than 50 years in 
aeronautical education, Went 
worth began teaching Aircraft 
Maintenance in 1932, more than 
a half century ago.

Safety advice to jump start your car 


Stalled cars with dead bat- 
teries are a potential cold- 
weather hazard. Knowing the 
correct way to jump-start a 
dead auto battery could save 
motorists from serious eye inju- 
ries or possible blindness, says 
the National Society to Prevent 
Blindness (NSPB) — Massa- 
chusetts Affiliate. 

According to the Society, an 
estimated 17,796 people were 
treated in hospital emergency 
rooms last year for battery- 
related injuries. Of those, 10,347 
were to the eyes. These 
statistics do not include visits to 
physicians’ offices or clinics. 

The Society urges individuals 
to wear safety goggles when 
working with or around cars and 
car batteries. NSPB also sug- 
gests the following safety 
precautions when jump-starting 
any vehicle 


—Wear eye protection. 

—Keep sparks, flames and 
cigarettes away from batteries 
atall times. 

—Don't lean over batteries 
during jump-starting. 

Before attempting a jump- 
start, the Society says: 

—Consult your owner’s man- 
ual for instructions. 

—Make sure the cars are not 
touching. 

—Make sure the emergency 
brakes are set. 

—Make certain the ignitions 
of both vehicles are off. 

—Make sure both vehicles are 
in neutral or park. 

Check voltage of both bat. 
teries to make sure they are the 
same (owner's manual) 

To jump-start: 

—Determine the positive and 
negative terminals on each bat- 
tery 


Lahey Clinic unveils 


kidney stone treatment 


Lahey Clinic unveiled 
its Extracorporal Shock Wave 
Lithotripter, a new device that 
uses acoustic shock waves to 
turn kidney stones into sand-like 
particles, thereby eliminating 
the need for major surgery 

Because its lithotripter is one 
of only two such machines in 
New England, Lahey has 
lished a Center for Renal S 
Disease in order to make this 
state-of-the-art technology 
available to a network of 
urologists, other physicians and 
hospitals throughout the region 


Lithotripsy promises to revo- 
lutionize the treatment of kidney 
stones in this country as it has 
already done in 
recently as five years ago most 
kidney stone removal required 
major surgery, a 10- to 14-day 
hospitalization and a four- to 
six-week recuperajion. Today, 
largely due to lithotripsy, the 
vast majority of kidney stones 
can be treated without any 
surgery and with much shorter 
periods of hospitalization and 
recovery 

Developed in the 1970s, the 
lithotripter is a result of a col- 
laboration between a major 
West German aircraft manu- 
facturer and urologists at the 
University of Munich. It was 
approved for clinical use by the 
U.S. Food and Drug Ad 
ministration less than a year 
ago and is only now coming into 
general use in the United States. 

Extracorporeal Shock Wave 
Lithotripsy literally means 
crushing stone with shock waves 
from outside the body. The 


shock waves used are acoustic, 
high-energy pressure waves 
generated in water. The power 
of these waves is felt only when 


the acoustical property of the 
medium through which they are 


being transmitted changes. 
Shock waves generated in 
water, therefore, pass 
harmlessly through most living 


tissue, which has a very high 
water content, but are absorbed 
by a kidney stone, which con- 
tains no water. 

The lithotripter uses a spark 
plug-type electrode to generate 
shock waves in the bottom of a 
large tank of water. The patient, 
who is anesthetized, is placed in 
the water bath with the entire 
body below the chest under- 
water. Special x-ray machines 
allow the urologist to focue the 
shock waves on the stone. Dur- 
ing the hourelong treatment, 800 
to 2400 shock waves are used to 
break up the stone. 

For the patient, the over- 
whelming advantage of the 
lithotripter is that it reqnires no 
incision. Instead of removing 
the stone, the lithotripter 
pulverizes it into fine, sand-like 
particles that can be passed 
naturally through the urinary 
tract in most cases. The patient 
usually remains in the hospital 
overnight and can return to 
work within a week. 

Doctors at Lahey's Stone 
Center expect to be doing 80 to 90 
percent of their stone cases with 
lithotripsy, but some patients 
will still require surgical in- 
tervention due to either the size 
or location of their stones. The 
newly-established Center for 
Renal Stone Disease — staffed 
by urologists, internists from 
several specialties and 
radiologists — is designed to of- 
fer patients all the latest tech- 
niques for treating existing 
stones as well as preventing the 
formation of new ones.

The U.S. Customs Service 
regularly receives inquiries 
about travel regulations. As a 
service to the public, it 
publishes ‘‘Ask Customs."" 

Q. — I'm planning a vacation 
this winter and I'm going to a 
number of foreign countries. 
How can I find out what items 
each country might prohibit me 
from bringing in when I enter it? 

A. — Contact the embassy or 
consulate of countries you plan 
to visit as far in advance as 
possible. You can find out the 
phone numbers needed to call 
these embassies and consulates 
by calling information in 
Washington, D.C., where they 
are located. This number is 
202-555-1212 


Q. — With the holidays ap- 
proaching, many people will be 
mailing gifts back to the United 
States from abroad. Including 
me. What do I need to know 
about mailing gifts back home 
during the holidays? 

A. — Gifts you ship home from 
abroad can be received in the 
United States free of duty and 
tax if they're worth $50 or less 
where bought. Items intended 
for more than one person can be 
shipped in one package if you 
wrap them individually and 
fabel them inside and out as to 
recipient. Also, each person's 


gift can't exceed $50 invalue. 
Mark your package ‘‘Un- 
solicited gift’, and indicate con- 
tents and retail value. You won't 
have to declare gifts you've 
shipped home in advance when 
you clear U.S. Customs on your

return. If the gift is over $50 in 
value the recipient must pay du- 
ty onits full appraised value. 

Q. — Friends told me to 
remember to register my cam- 
era with Customs before travel- 
ing abroad. Why should ! regis- 
ter something with Customs I 
already own? 

A. — Your friends must have 
seen your camera, and it must 
be foreign made. Foreign made 
items such as cameras and tape 
recorders are dutiable every 
time you bring them through 
Customs unless you can prove 
you owned them before leaving 
the United States. To do this, 
just take your camera to the 
nearest U.S. Customs office and 
take five minutes to fill out a 
registration form. Take the 
form with you on your trip, and 
show it to Customs on your 
return and you won't have any 
problems proving you owned it 
before leaving on your trip. 

Q. —Can items I buy overseas 
and have shipped back to the 
United States be claimed in my 
exemption when I pass thru 
Customs on my return? 

A, — No. Your Customs ex- 
emption can only be applied to 
purchases you bring with you to 
the inspection counter at the 
time of your return. The only 
exception to this is when you + 
return from the U.S. Virgin 
Islands or Guam. U.S. residents 
returning from either of these 
insular possessions may mail 
purchases home and include 
them in their exemption if they 
declare them to Customs on 
their way home
